In myriad tongues she speaks and 
in the universal language of gesture 
and sign and pageantry. The untutored 
peasant and the erudite savant find 
themselves alike at home in her tem- 
ple. No race or tribe is alien to the 
Esperanto of her liturgy. Pressing 
into her service all the senses as so 
many gateways to the soul, she enlists 
the whole man, mind and heart and 
soul in the worship of his God. 

Visitors to her devotions who have 
been totally unaccustomed to any li- 
turgical display in their own services, 
do not always understand, however, 
the significance of the religious cere- 
monies they witness nor the important 
role they cae in the enrichment of the 
individual’s spiritual life. 

Rich Pageantry 

Accustomed to seeing only a pulpit 
within the four bare walls of a church, 
stripped of altar, statuary, paintings, 
flowers, lighted candles, and to a serv- 
ice devoid of the slightest touch of pa- 
geantry, they are naturally somewhat 
bewildered at the profusion of cere- 
mony in Catholic devotions, especially 
in that central act of Catholic worship, 
the holy sacrifice of the Mass. Besides 
those of our separated brethren who 
express simply their lack of under- 
standing of the meaning of the 
Church's liturgy, there are those who 
assert variously that the lavish use of 
isuch ceremonies distracts the wor- 
shipper from his primary purpose, 
smacks of superstition, and is an un- 
eonscious heritage from the days of 
tribal taboos and primitive magic. 

Let us investigate then the function 
of ceremonies in réligious worship to 
ascertain if there be a valid basis both 
in philosophy and in psychology for 
their employment in acts of worship. 

The philosophical basis is to be 
found in the two-fold nature, psychi- 
cal and physical, with which the Cre- 
ator has endowed mankind, As a con- 
sequence of this, as St. Thomas Aqui- 
nas points out, man must render to 
God a twofold worship which reflects 
his dual nature. The one, a spiritual 
adoration, consists in the interior de- 


votion of the soul and implies the 
conscious recognition of God's su- 
preme dominion over man, and his 


somplete dependence upon Him.

The other, a corporal worship, con-

Works of Reich’s First Woman Dramatist Are Revived On 
Thousandth Anniversary—Modern Feminists Gather. 


Gandersheim, Germany—One thous- : 
and years ago Roswitha, the first Ger- 
man woman dramatist, was born here. 
In honor of this anniversary impres- 
sive ceremonies were held here under 
the auspices of the City Council. 

The morning was taken up with a 
memorial service in the ancient mun- 
ster, or cathedral. The address by the 
local clergymen extolled the services to 
religion of Roswitha, a Benedictine 
nun, who, by her dramatization of bib- 
lical subjects, confirmed many of her 
contemporaries in their faith. 

Chief among the listeners at the 
services were the German women 
poets and dramatists of today, who 
foregathered in a meeting of their 
own in the afternoon. As Roswitha 
was not only a dramatist, but also a 
poetess of international fame> selec- 
tions from her lyrical works were read 
at this women's demonstration. These 
poems are chiefly a glorification of 
the deeds and achievements of Otto I, 
patron of the Benedictine monastery 
at Gandersheim and special protector 
of Roswitha. 

The climax of the day's exercises 
came in the evening when selections 
from several of Roswitha’s dramas 
were produced. These dramas invaria- 
bly have for their central theme the 
struggle between good and evil, be- 
tween angels and devils, between the 
and the foolish maidens.

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My dear Flock: 

I have been endeavoring to present to the reader a 
sort of bird’s eye view of the Church’s status, not only in 
the territory embraced by the diocese of Vincennes, but 
in the whole United States. But lest an erroneous impres- 
sion be left by a statement that the Detroit bishop had 
charge of all the northwest territory, and the bishop of 
St. Louis of all the southwest territory in the year 1840, 
let me say that there were spots in the southwest and 
west which had been evangelized long before the east. 

Everyone of you has heard about the work of the 
Spanish missionaries in the State of New Mexico, which 
belonged to the diocese of Durango, Mexico. 

Santa Fe is the oldest city in the United States, 
though that distinction is usually conceded to St. Augus- | 
tine, Florida. It was on old Indian pueblo or village even 
when the Spaniards first visited it in 1542. This region | 
was well known to the Spaniards before Plymouth Rock 
came into the possession of the “Pilgrims”. Even Colo- | 
rado and Kansas were traversed by missionaries from 
Spain four hundred years ago, or within firty years after 
America was discovered by Columbus. The city of Santa 
Fe, with only 10,000 population even at this late day, pos- 
sesses a church, a portion of which was built by the 
Franciscans in the year 1582, practically one hundred 
years before Marquette visited Wisconsin and Illinois and 
discovered the Mississippi. The writer visited-this church 
a couple of years ago. New Mexico passed from the dom- 
inion of Spain to that of Old Mexico in the year 1822. It 
was not yet United States territory at the time about 
which we write, and its present boundaries were not fixed 
until 1863. 

Then the reader has also heard about the “Missions” 
in and near San Antonio, Texas, and the long chain of 
“Missions” between San Diego and San Francisco, Cali- 
fornia. San Antonio was settled by the Spaniards in the 
year 1585, and they built a number of churches which, 
though now partly in ruins, amaze the visitor because of

In New Mexico a large percentage of the white popu- 
lation is composed of those who are the descendants of 
the Spanish among whom the Padres of the sixteenth 
century worked, and they delight in calling themselves 
Spanish Americans. San Antonio and al! of Texas south 
of that city afford a home for hundreds of thousands of 
people who have emigrated from old Mexico. They do 
not call themselves Spanish Americans, and few of their | 
number wish to be called Americans. They are slow to | 
assimilate and wish to be known as Mexicans. 

It was many years after the diocese of Vincennes 
was established that Texas itself became American pro- 
perty. It had belonged to Mexico, until 1836; was an in- 
dependent Republic until 1845, when it was admitted 
into the Union. It seceded in 1861, and came back only in 
1870. It is quite natural that with favorable immigration 
laws, much of Texas should be populated by Mexicans.

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courts! Parents will not neglect children if they haven't any, 
and so the kind-hearted, if misguided jurist, would give all 
legal permission not to have any because some might land in 
the juvenile courts. His next step should be, and may be, 
to punish parents for having children, thus doubly safeguard- 
ing the juvenile courts. 

It looks like an aggravated case of removing a head to 
cute a toothache, when we are asked to abolish, or reorganize 
to the verge of abolition, the Whole marriage system of the 
Christian ages to lighten the burden of the juvenile courts. 
The incidental fact that most children do not trouble the 
juvenile courts does not save them from the sentence of death ; 
neither does the fact that child life is more important than 
the peace of court or judge. 

In the last analysis, companionate marriage is a sérious 
proposal to correct the abuses of a system by legalizing them, 
by making them part of the system. We cannot prevent birth 
control, so let us legalize it, especially as it will help the 
juvenile judges. We cannot prevent murder, so we might as 
well legalize it, especially as our courts are cluttered with 
cases, and murder trials are long and expensive. The com- 
panionate union legalizes the murder of the unborn, for 
similar reasons! It should be easier to prove that a criminal 
should never have been born than to prove that someone 
who was not allowed to be born would have been a criminal.
